London, April 13.—The Congo ques­ 
tion has caused Carton de Wiart, min- 
ister of justice for Belgium, to take 
issue with Emile Vandervelde, Bel­ 
gium’s socialist minister of state. M. 
de Wiart tells his fellow member of 
the cabinet, in a letter published in 
the Independence Beige, of London, 
that this is no time to criticize his 
country's policy, even if it does not 
accord with his socialistic principles. 
M. Vandervelde’s precise words as 
iven in a speech before the African 
society in London were: 
“lf Germany 
were 
annexing the 
Congo, this act would perhaps not be 
an evil for Belgium, 
lf I say this 
would perhaps not be an evil for Bel­ 
gium, I do so, I confess, because I am 
not and never have been a colonial­ 
ist.” 
This causes M. de Wiart to reply: 
“I detest controversies between Bel­ 
gians at this moment, but it seemed 
to me impossible to let pass without 
an energetic protest the declaration 
of M. Vandervelde, which, however, 
he \ery loyally gives as his personal 
opinion only. 
“in this country or any other we 
must not let it be believed that Bel­ 
gian public opinion looks wirTT indif­ 
ference on an attack upon our colon­ 
ial domain. 
I believe I can say the 
immense majority of my compatriots 
consider our Belgian Africa as sacred 
and not to be given up. 
Its soil has 
been made fertile by the blood of our 
officers, our 
missionaries 
and 
our 
colonists. 
We owe its conquest and 
its colonization to their stupendous 
efforts and to the-genius of King Leo­ 
pold. The sacrifice of any part ol its 
territory would be resented in Bel­ 
gium as a national disaster. 
“XL Vandervelde adds that colonial 
politics a're politics 
without 
profit 
•from the time they cease to be the 
politics of spoliation and loot.’ 
This 
declaration meets 
contradiction 
in 
England 
in 
the 
facts 
themselves, 
where colonial politics have 
always 
had almost the unanimous support of 
the nation, which certainly pretends 
to find therein a source of moral and 
material profit and not an opportun­ 
ity for spoliation and loot. 
“M. Vandervelde has seized this oc­ 
casion to anathem?tize what he calls 
‘the crimes of 
the 
Leopoldian 
re­ 
gime.* I do not believe 'hat the place 
and the moment have been v eil chos­ 
en: and he will appreciate, I hope,

London, April 
33.—Popular preju­ 
dice against Germany does not extend 
to its classic composers, w*hose names 
figure in almost every orchestral con­ 
cert in London. 


Now comes a Bagh, Beethoven and 
Brahms festival in a series of six con­ 
certs for the benefit of French and 
Belgian 
charities. 
Henri Yerbrug- 
ghen, the Belgian 
conductor, 
inter­ 
prets these German masters, and the 
choral parts are sung by the famous 
festival choir of Tweeds. 
' 
At an orchestral concert on Good 
Friday, the music was taken wholly 
from Parsifal, for war has not cost 
Wagner any of his popularity with 
the masses . However, the 
modern 
German composers, particularly Rich­ 
ard Strauss, have lost their vogu e for 
the present. 
Meantime, all sorts of discussions 
are carried on in the press as to some 
plan for the development of British 
music. The old school of harmonists, 
wrho have fought every ch a n g e from 
tradition* have been bitterly assailed, 
and Vncouragement given to concerts 
devoted to the young and revolution­ 
ary composers, who in turn are assail­ 
ed as imitators of continental crea­ 
tors. ! 
j 
Thomas Beecham, the British con­ 
ductor, who has done much to popu­ 
larize Russian music, puts the blame 
for the feeble support given to Brit­ 
ish originality on the British concert 
agent. 
“Bewildered and abashed 
by 
the 
grandeur and omniscience of the con­ 
cert agent,” writes the Chronicle, “the 
humble local genius retires shrieking 
into his shell. Third rate artists are 
pushed, and receive large sums for 
engagements.” 
British music, he finds, has been 
held back by agents,* largely foreign, 
“whose only qualifications are impu­ 
dence*' and a decidedly low* level of 
mental attainment.”

Mott Satisfactory Results Shown by 
Records— Limit of Production 
Not Yet Reached. 


More than three thousand yearly 
records of Guernsey cows have now 
been completed. 
These show an av­ 
erage milk yield of 8,544 pounds milk 
and 426 pounds butterfat. More than 
one-third of the cows tested were 
heifers with first calf, which makes 
the showing all the more creditable* 
Of this nunibei 564 gave from 10,000

to 19,000 pounds milk and from 500 to 
1.000 pounds butterfat. 
The 35 cows highest on the list gave 
an average of 14.597 pounds milk, and 
771 pounds butterfat with a test of 
5.2S per cent. This is over two. poynds

year and is a very satisfactory show­ 
ing. Guernsey records show over 82 
pounds milk in one day and 2,361 
pounds in 30 days.

To Retain Its Quality Temperature of 
Cellar Should Be Maintained as 
Low as Possible. 


A supply of butter that wiill keep 
through the w inter is much desired on 
nost farms, but many find it difficult 
ro produce it. 
Theft* are two or three 
secret* that must tfcvoberrverl. 
First, 
if the cellar is musty, it must be care­ 
fully scraped and cleaned and the side 
walls and ceiling swept. 
Then it will 
he well to whitewash it carefully with 
a little formaldehyde in the lime. To 
spray it with a force pump is easy. 
fumigation with at least a pound of 
sulphur is another way of destroying 
ilie must germs. 
Tho cellar should be 
closed tightly for several tamrs while 
the fumigation is in process. 
What 
makes 
a 
cellar 
damp 
or 
musty? 
Usually it is because soma 
thrifty person is anxious to keep it 
sweet and leta in the warm air of the 
day. 
Warm 
air 
contains 
a 
large 
amount of moisture, which is precipi­ 
tated upon the cold walls, and it nat­ 
urally ’follows that the cellar is first 
damp, then musty and, later, moldy. 
Ventilate cellars only 
during cold j 
nights. 
Now the butter. The cream should 
be ripened only to a point of pleasant 
acidity. Stop the Churn when the 
granules of blitter have begun to come 
and have massed to the size of kernels 
of wheat. Draw off the buttermilk and 
put in an equal amount of clear, cold 
water. 
Revolve once or twice and 
draw, repeating this washing until 
the water runs out clear. 
Then sal; 
one ounce to the pound with best j 
dairy salt, mixing it in the fifie grains j 
in the churn by revolving or stirring. . 
Next mass it into balls and set it aside 
to settle until the next morning. 
Then work the butter a second time, . 
and pack it hard into sound, sweet, j 
stone jars, and over its hard-pressed, { 
level top, spread a disk of parchment • 
paj>er wet. 
On this lay fine salt an . 
inch deep. Then tie a tough paper over ( 
the top to exclude dust, and place the , 
jar at once in the coldest, cleanest i 
part of the cellar. To make blitter re- J 
lain its quality, the temperature of the ; 
cellar should be maintained at as low » 
and ever. a temperature es is possible. ' 
Vegetables and other things that may j 
produce odors must be excluded. 
Do not be persuaded that the addi­ 
tion of saltpeter or sugar or any other 
substance is necessary to the preser­ 
vation of butter. Salt alone is needed, 
and one ounce to the pound Is suffi­ 
cient. 
Never use a cracked or musty 
or 
“lardy” 
jar. 
The 
old-fashioned 
stone jar that is well glazed has never 
been superseded by anything better 
for holding butter. 
Where butter is 
to be consumed soon, of course, the 
washing is not needed, and the flavor 
will be higher if the buttermilk is not 
washed out.

Better Results Secured by Giving Full 
Feeds In Morning and Night— 
M ix Salt With Grain. 


Many feeders seem to think that 
the oftener they can coax the cows 
to eat the better, but I believe that 
j better results may be obtained by 
feeding full feeds in the morning and 
at night and a light feed of hay about 
noon, says a writer in an exchange. 
We feed silage, grain and hay in the 
morning, as soon as the milking is 
completed, a light feed of hay at noon 
to induce the cows to walk directly to 
their places when they come in from 
the yard, and repeat the morning feed 
at night, immediately after milking. 
We have found it better not to feed 
the cows before milking time, and 
more especially when silage is being 
fed, as it is likely to impart a bad 
odor to the milk. 
The amount of salt to feed depends 
upon conditions. 
We feed more salt 
than many dairymen, for the reason 
that when feeding corn silage we have 
difficulty in getting the cows to drink 
sufficient water, unless they have 
plenty of salt. 
It may be one of the writer’s no­ 
tions, but there seems to be some­ 
thing about the slightly acid condition 
of the silage that satisfies the cow’s 
thirst, aud for that reason we mix salt 
with the grain feed. One ounce a day 
is fed to each cow’ in her grain ration, 
and once a w’eek we give them some 
in their mangers. 
We have water basins by the side 
of the cows, but the animals are 
turned out every day in the year 
while the stables are being cleaned 
and aired out. 
Our yards are well 
sheltered, and we seldom leave them 
out more than three-quarters of an 
hour. They are turned out in groups 
of ten or twelve and made to stay 
out until we are ready for them to 
come to their places. 
On very cold 
days they are not kept out long 
enough to get chilled.

While no formal statement in re­ 
gard to the future 
management of 
the Star was made, it was announc­ 
ed that “as far as is humanly possi­ 
ble, the Star will be conducted 
in 
accordance with the aims and ideas 
of Mr. Nelson.” 
Throughout his last illness to Mr. 
Nelson the problem of the poor was 
of the greatest concern to*him. 
He 
made large gfts to 
local charitable 
institutions and was absorbed in the 
work of a soup kitchen, which his 
daughter, Mrs. Kirkwood, inaugurat­ 
ed and conducted. 
As Mr. Nelson became weaker it 
was necessary to resort to artificial 
means to prolong his life. Lasi.Thurs-^ 
day he protested 
to 
his physicians 
against keeping him 
alive in that 
manner. Thursday afternoon he sank 
into a conia from which he did not 
rally. 
During his illness Mr. Nelson con­ 
tinued to attempt to assure Ids fam­ 
ily as to the outcome, sometimes ask­ 
ing for things he did 
not 
crave to 
lead bis relatives 
to 
think he was 
improving. Before lapsing into uncon­ 
sciousness for the last time, Mr. Nel­ 
son. said to a friend: 
“The Lord has been far better to 
me than I deserve. I have had a long 
and happy life with great opportuni­ 
ties for usefulness. My only regret is 
that I have not apcomplished more, 
but if this is the end, I ain ready.” 
William Rockhill Nelson was found­ 
er, owner and editor of the Kansas 
City Star. Although he did not enter 
the newspaper business until he was 
nearly 40 years old, he brought to it 
such originality, ability and energy 
that he built up one of the greatest 
newspapers of the country. 
Mr. Nelson was born in Fort W*avne, 
*• ■ 
Indiana, March 7, 1841. 
He came of 
two centuries of American ancestors. 
His maternal grandfather, 
WiUiam 
Rockhill, settled in Indiana when that 
state was a wilderness, in 1819, and 
was the first farmer in America to 
plant a thousand acres of corn. 
His 
father, Isaac 
DeGroff 
Nelson, 
was 
identified with the upbuilding of the 
state and took an active hand iii its 
political life. 
* 
William Rockhill Nelson was edu­ 
cated at Notre Dame University. 
Af­ 
ter a short experience as a youngster 
after the war, he returned to Indiana 
and became a general contractor. He 
engaged *n 
the 
building 
of roads, 
pavements and bridges, and was as­ 
sociated in a contract for the con­ 
struction of 
the 
Southern 
Illinois 
state epnitentiary. 
Intense admiration for the reform 
tfork of Samuel 
J. 
Tilden 
brought 
him into contact with th a t‘great dem­ 
ocrat, and when 34 years old, he be­ 
came Tilden’s Indiana campaign man­ 
ager. 
His interest in political lead­ 
ership made him turn to newspaper 
work as tile best way to influence 
men in the mass. 
He bought an in­ 
terest in the Fort Wayne Sentinel, 
and a business reverse determined 
him to devote all his time to journal­ 
ism. 
He soon became convinced that the 
opportunities in Fort 
Wayne 
were 
too small, and, after looking the field 
over, he decided on Kansas City as 
the most promising city of the coun­ 
try. 
He persuaded his Fort. Wayne 
partner, Samuel *E. Morss, 
to 
make 
the venture with him. They sold their 
Fort Wayne interests, went to Ran-

aas City and started The Evening Star 


as a little, four page afternoon news­ 
paper, on September 18, 
1880. 
Mr. 


M orss withdrew from ihe enterprise 


after a few months on account of ill 
health, and Mr. Nelson continued as 
sole owner and editor-in-chief. 
Essentially a builder, he took an 
intense interest in the development 
of tim cit>. 
Almost from the first 
issue the Star urged the necessity 
of paving the streets, of getting a 
park system, of building attractive 
houses, of planting 
shrubbery 
and 
trees. 
Mr Nelson himself had the 
trees set along the first Kansas Citv*i 
boluevard. 
He was constantly insti-, 
gating movements for 
city 
better-! 
ment. 


O n e of his achievements jivas the I 
residence, district which he laid outj 
near his home as an example of what j 
could be done toward city beautifica-1 
tion. He built nearly a hundred mod­ 
est houses along roads which he lined 
with stone walls covered with honey­ 
suckles and crimson 
iamblers 
He 
wras intensely interested in fine pic­ 
tures and he made a collection of re­ 
productions 
of 
European 
master­ 
pieces done by the best artists w'ho 
could be found, which he gave to 
Kansas City. 
In politics he was, as he often said, 
"independent but never neutral.” But 
he w'ould never consider any elective 
or appointive position. Early in Pres­ 
ident Taft’s administration the sug­ 
gestion w'as made in newspaper re­ 
ports that he might be appointed am­ 
bassador to France. 
He commented 
editorially as follows: 
“The editor of the Star is amply 
occupied, sustained and satisfied w’ith 
his present job. 
He regards himself 
as holding a place of greater responsi­ 
bility and usefulness than any within 
the gift of the president, or the elec­ 
torate 
Not only has he never been 
a candidate, active or receptive, for 
any office, but he never has asked for 
the appointment of any one else.” 
In 1881 Mr. Nelson 
married 
Ida 
Houston., Their one child, a dau gh ­ 
ter, Mrs. Irwin R. Kirkwood, lives 
in Kansas City.

New York, April 13.—Belief is be­ 
coming common in Serbia that 
the 
fast spreading and fatal typhus there 
is communicated not only by vermin, 
but by simple contagion through the 
air 
breathed, according to a letter 
from Mme. Voya Marionkoviteh, wife 
of the Serbian minister of agriculture. 
She reports that the Serbian army 
continues generally untouched by the 
fever, but its ravages among the Aus­ 
trian prisoners and civilians 
of 
all 
classes all over Macedonia and Ser­ 
bia continue without abatement. The 
letter is to her sister, Mile. Helen Lo- 
sanitcb, who is now in New York in 
the interests of Serbian relief. 
“They say it is a dirt disease,” she 
whites, “aud yet so many of the cases 
are those of persons who frequently 
bathe and use antiseptics that one is 
forced to believe the contagion is in 
the very air we breathe. After every 
precaution has been taken in hospit­ 
als, and stricken persons isolated, the 
wounded, as well 
as 
doctors 
and 
nurses, continue to fall ill.” 
Mme. 
Marionkoviteh 
reports 
the 
death of Mme. Lukoviteh, president of 
the 
Serbian 
Circle of Sisters, who 
contracted typhus while on a visit of 
inspection to the hospitals at Valvevo. 
Although during her illness she knew 
she was condemned to death, she did 
not once complain, but died as heroic 
a woman as she had lived, says the 
writer. 
“We greatly fear,” 
she continued, 
“that during the hot weather the dis­ 
ease will spread as it did during the 
Bulgarian war. All our hope lies in 
the Rockefeller 
commission, winch, 
as you know, came out 
to investi­ 
gate conditions. They have promised 
to recommend 
that 
the Rockefeller 
foundation and 
the 
American 
Red 
Cross send us 
a 
sanitary commis­ 
sion composed of bacteriologists and 
of doctors and nurses skilled in the 
Treatment of tropical diseases. Please 
while you are in America semi us re­ 
ports which have been published in 
my of the medical papers of work 
done in connection with typhus or 
other tropical diseases. It would be 
of great use to our doctors if these 
could be translated into Serbian. 
“Do please tell at 
once 
if they 
have done anything in America by 
way of inoculating 
against 
typhus. 
At present there is nothing to help 
it but careful nursing. It is said that 
over 60 per cent die of heart failure 
on or about the tenth day of the 11- 
ness.

He forged himself a certi­ 
ficate. For this he w'as sentenced to 
pay a fine of 1,000 marks. Unable to 
pay his fine he disappeared from his 
home town, reappearing in various 
Berlin suburbs later. Soon there was 
added to the 
educational certificate 
that of “doctor of philosophy,” pro­ 
cured summa cum laude. I s origin 
was similar lo the first. 
This title palled after a time. Also 
pursuit threatened. Thormann there­ 
fore disappeared again, and bobbed 
up in Koslin as “Dr. Alexander, LL. 
D.” His charming manner disarmed 
.suspicion. He was asked for creden­ 
tials. He married under a somew hat 
awe-inspiring title, but the marriage 
was nullified. 
Eventually he w'as chosen mayor. 
He became engaged to the daughter of 
a prominent family, but made the 
mistake of forming an alliance with 
another young woman at the same 
time. 
Also he contracted a habit of 
borrowing 
money 
from 
his 
first 
fiancee, which she loaned him until 
she discovered that she had a rival. 
Then she instituted an investigation 
that proved altogether too searching 
for the mavor. 
After unsuccessfully 
maintaining 
that Thormann was insane, his coun­ 
sel advanced the plea that he should 
be freed because he was a “genius.* 
The prosecution was not quite willing

so displeased Thormann that he de­ 
nounced the prosecutor, tile court 
the jury. and his own attorney quit* 
impartially.

their course on each trip so as to 
m ake it impossible for the subm a­ 
rine to lie in wait along the way.

st ufl as was put forward by the Head­ 
m aster of Eton,” comments the Globe, 
“almost induces a desire for a muz­ 
zling order. 
While the newspapers 
are bidden by the censor to w’alk w’ith 
the utmost circumspection, we have 
Dr. Lvttleton airing his 
views 
un­ 
checked 
both 
in 
articles 
and 
speeches.” 
The parts of the doctor’s address 
that in particular offended the press 
were these: 
“If we are going to act as a Chris­ 
tian nation we are boun I to apply to 
Germany the principle of Christian 
chai it y on a scale lo which we have 
never risen before. 
Our obligation 
is so to act ilia 
, c 
man hatred 
o» us shall bi 
removed; that sixty 
million fellow creatures 
should 
be 
saved from tile ruin of 
a 
poisoned 
mind. 
lf. al the end of the w’ar we 
say vvo are not going to part w’ith 
a single inch of territory or a single 
privilege, all I can say is we are 
abandoning the principle of Christian­ 
ity.” 
At the end of the war, Dr. Lvttleton 
explained, Germany will be filled with 
vindicative wrath 
against 
England. 
To avert this England must prove 
kind and generous. 
Germans (believe 
that the English preach morals and 
never act on them, so England must 
prove her loftiness of view to the 
Germans. 
“It may be,” he continued, “that 
we are fighting for our existence as 
an empire, but from whatever point 
you may view the objective of the 
war. surely we must, as Christian peo­ 
ple, acknowledge that if the effect of 
it is to m ak e sixty 
million 
people 
hate us. the war will have been an 
entire failure.” 
He then said that unless' England 
offers to give up some possession for 
a reason that she is trying to enforce 
on others, she would be charged with 
“consummate 
hypocrisy.” 
He 
be­ 
lieves that the Kiel canal should be 
internationalized, but in making thai 
proposal England shpuld 
couple 
it 
with a promise 
lo 
internationalize 
Gibraltar. 
Expanding this 
thought, 
he added: 
“lf we intend to hold fast to every­ 
thing we have gained in Hie past — 
and sonic of them possessions gained 
by very questionable means—and we 
say we are not going to part with a 
single ipch or territory or a single 
privilege, all I can say is we are aban­ 
doning the principle of competition.” 
The Evening Standard comments 
on the address: 
“It is an idyllic, arcadian picture, 
'suggestive of little Mary and her 
lamb and piping shepherds, and sug­ 
gestive perhaps also of the old fable 
of the wolf and the lamb that refused 
to trust it.” 
The paper then recounts the times 
at various crises Great Britain has 
intervened in the interests of peace, 
and nraises tile benefits her rule has 
brought to the people of India and 
other colonies.
